8. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the query is received in a HyperText 
Transport Protocol (HTTP) response header provided by the content provider. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein requesting the content and receiving 
the first reply is performed according to the Composite Capability/Preference Profiles 
(CC/PP) protocol. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the characteristic profile 
includes an entry indicating whether the client can be queried for ^^^^u-
